There hss been another opium de- 
date in the House of Commons, and 
the recent-scandalons five-year com 
tract between the Hongkong and In- 
dian Governments was duly ventilated, 
but the absence in Egypt’ of Mr. 
Winston Churchii, the Colonial 
Secretary, provided the Governnrent 
with an excuse for doing noching o 
the matter, says the Japan Chronicle. 
As an academic proposition Mr. Mon- 
tagu agreed that it was Little good 
stopping the export to Ching and in- 
stead selling the drug to Japanese who 
smuggle it in. The sttitade of the 
British Government is that it'regards 
the matter from a purely commercial 
standpoint. Where a country pro- 
hibits opium or its derivatives, the 
British Government is prepared to for- 
bid exportation to that country, dot it 
does not hold itself responsible: for 
the doings of other nationals who may 
lawfully buy opium. When the ten 
years’ -agreement was made with 
Ching, it waS anticipated that poppy 
cultivation in India would be practic- 
sity extinct except for domestic oon- 
somption at: the end of the decade.
